FARMING IS A BUSINESS! 

Farming is a business! Farm 
operators and their wives, in addi¬ 
tion to maintaining their know¬ 
ledge of new techniques of produc¬ 
tion and marketing, must be book¬ 
keepers, business analysts and ef¬ 
fective decision-makers if they ex¬ 
pect their management to pay off 
in profits. 

Many farmers in Alberta have 
recognized the necessity of improv¬ 
ing their management and have 
become participants in the volun¬ 
tary co-operative Farm Business 
Analysis conducted by District 
Agriculturists and the Farm Eco¬ 
nomics Brandi. This analysis, 
coupled with follow-up advisory 
assistance to each participant, has 
resulted in significant improve- 
mente in farm profits on these 
units. In many instances, individual 
farmers measure the contribution 
of the program in thousands of 
dollars of increased income. 

Farmer participants in analysis 
groups receive a report which is 
the result of careful scrutiny of 
each phase of the individual farm 
business operation. Through this 
analysis the farmer is able to lo¬ 
cate the weakest and the strongest 
points in the management of his 
business and thus forge stronger 
links in the chain which leads to 
increased farm profits. Although 
the records ot the individual 
farmer are held in strict confid¬ 
ence, the information from the 
participants is aggregated, summar¬ 
ized and analyzed. Thus, operators 
of vurious types and sizes of farms 
are able to compare their own 
farm business with other similar 
farms in the area. This local yard¬ 
stick system has proven very help¬ 
ful to farmers who find it neces¬ 
sary to adjust their business to 
increase profits. 

Although Farm Business Associ¬ 
ations started only seven years 
ago, there are now about 450

Effective January 1, 1966, all mobile equipment coming within 
the definitions quoted below is again subject to licensing, if 
such equipment is operated anywhere within the Province 
except in Cities or National Parks. , 

Inspectors are constantly in the field checking all such mobile 
equipment. Practice of issuing warning tickets will be discon¬ 
tinued and any violation of the act will be concluded in court 
proceedings. Provision is made for the Imposition of a fine and 
possible impoundment of equipment where a violation of the 
Act occurs. 

The following definitions are taken from The Mobile Equip¬ 
ment Licensing Act: 

<d) “MOBILE EQUIPMENT”

(a) vehicles licensed under The Vehicles and Highway 
• Traffic Act, or The Public Service Vehicles Act-, 

exclusive of mounted equipment on such vehicles, 
and 

(b) equipment, other than vehicle mounted equipment, 
used to drill a gas or oil well; 

(e) “municipality” means a town, village, municipal district, 

county, improvement district, special area, metis improve¬ 
ment district or forest reserve. 

(f) “owner” includes a person renting mobile equipment or 

having the exclusive use thereof under a rental agree¬ 
ment or otherwise; 

NOTE: Mobile Equipment having an original list price of less 
than $2,000 does not require a license under this Act.

This 
figure includes 11 D.A. areas which 
were added in 1964. In the County 
of Vulcan, four Business Analysis 
reports have b“en completed. These 
Analysis Rer>orts have been com¬ 
piled through '.he co-operation of 
farmers in the County of Vulcan 
and a few farmers from the 
Strathmore area. This past year, 
30 farm operators participated in 
the 1964 Vulcan-Strathmore Farm 
Business Report. 

The Analysis of Operators Labor 
Earnings for the year 1964 showed 
a range from $1,998 to $15,936. It 
must be remembered, however, 
that the size of the Farm Busi¬ 
nesses varied considerably in size 
with Operators Capital Investment 
ranging from $81,970 to $211,172. 
The above figueres are just a small 
sample of the returns received by 
each individual farmer in the 
Analysis.
